adopted perm itting the hoard In tru st 
cd with fixing rates of in su ran ce to fix 
those rates lower than th e ra te s fixed 
by belligerent governm ents for th eir 
own m erchant vessels. 
A nother 
am endm ent adopted pro­ 
vides that the war risk i n s u r a n c e bu­ 
reau shall be abolished im m ediately 
upon the term ination of th e war. 
Senator Lane, of O regon, offere I an 
am endm ent providing for th e in su r­ 
ance of officers and men sailing on 
the m erchant vessels du rin g th e war. 
This am endm ent was rejected. 
Efforts of Republican se n ato rs to 
reach an agreem ent with D em ocrats 
for adjournm ent of co n g ress within 
the next two weeks have com e to a 
halt, admin! ’ration leaders d eclaring 
c o n g r e e would have to rem ain in sea­ 
lion during the w ar in Europe. 
Chairm an Simmons, of th e sen ate 
finance com mittee, said th a t in a sm u ch 
as c o n g re e would have to be ready to 
meet any revenue sh o rtag e caused by 
the war there could be no th o u g h t of 
adjourning now.
